Anoth er institu tion h e won­ 
dered w h eth er we h ad retained 
all th e elements, is th a t of th e 
pu blic sch ool. He referred to th e 
èarning in th e old one and two 
room ru ral sch ool, in wh ich th e 
relationsh ip between teach er and 
pu pil was alm ost sacred, and 
compared it to th e larger sch ools 
th at now form th e base of ou r 
edu cational sy stem. 
He pointed ou t th a t in th e 
m atter of edu cation it is im por­ 
tant to retain some of th ose v ital 
elements as it is a part of ou r 
democracy .

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G. O. P. ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
Just what, if anything, has the rejuvenated 
Republican minority in congress done during 
the present session? 
This is a question fre­ 
quently asked by those interested in public af­ 
fairs. A glance at the record might be worth 
while. 
Republican insistence upon sound recovery 
policies already has forced eight constructive 
legislative decisions during the present session, 
Representative J. William Ditter, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, said recently in reviewing the first five 
months of the seventy-sixth congress.

“Since congress assembled on 
January 3, 
President Roosevelt and his little band of col­ 
lectivist advisers have resisted every proposal 
calculated to advance real business recovery,” 
Ditter said. “Their only suggestion has been to 
spend, spend, spend. But in spite of this crip­ 
pling White House strategy, the enlarged Re­ 
publican minority, supported by an overwhelm­ 
ing public clamor for solid re-employment in 
industry has been able to clear the economic 
track of many New Deal obstructions.” 
Here is Ditter’s list of the eight major accom­ 
plishments of the enlarged Republican opposition 
to date: 
1. Agreement to repeal the paralyzing tax on 
undistributed profits. 
2. Approval of effective limitations upon TVA 
competition with private enterprise with public 
funds; and another thumping defeat of the fan­ 
tastic Florida Ship Canal project. 
3. A thorough investigation of political rack­ 
eteering in the administration of federal relief. 
4. Agreement to impose mandatory criminal 
penalties against political coercion or intimida­ 
tion of relief workers. 
5. Reform of the Social Security Act, to pro­ 
vide a pay-as-you-go system of old age pensions 
without increasing payroll taxes. 
6. Refusal to raise the national debt limit 


above the presnt statutory ceiling of $45,000,000,- 
0 0 0. 
7. Resounding defeat of one-man government, 
as attempted in the original New Deal plan to re­ 
organize the federal departments. 
8 . Defeat of President Roosevelt’s campaign 
to involve the United States directly in the 
bitter diplomatic intrigues of Europe. 
“We cite these fundamental corrective steps, 
accomplished in the face of overwhelming par­ 
liamentary odds, merely as a token to the Amer­ 
ican people of what may be expected in the way 
of revived confidence and expanded employ­ 
ment when one more national election has placed 
the Republican party in control of both the ad­ 
ministrative branch and the House of Repre­ 
sentatives,” Ditter concluded. 
The record is one which the Republicans need 
not apologize for. 


DEATH OVER THE FOURTH 
Of the millions throughout the country who 
embark upon motor trips over the Independence 
Day holiday, how many will return to their 
homes safe and sound? How many pleasant 
journeys will end in the hospital or the morgue? 
How many holiday swimmers will drown? Grim 
thoughts to introduce, you say, as a prelude to 
delightful days of recreation. No doubt. 
Yet 
vital statistics are grim and impersonal. It is to 
them we must turn for the answer, and the 
answer is shocking. 
Last year 205 persons perished in the nation 
on Independence Day. Six were victims of fire­ 
works, the rest met death by driving or drown­ 
ing. Before the advent of the more or less Sane 
Fourth fireworks in immature hands claimed 
countless victims. 
Partly through education, 
but mainly through suppression, the accident 
rate has been greatly reduced, although fire­ 
works remain a menace to life and limb. 
The slack, however, has been taken up by the 
careless driver, the inexpert swimmer or the 
fools who rock the boat.

NEW 4-H CLUB EMBLEM LAW
